Secretary Paoh read the minutes 
of the Board meeting of last Decern- 

id. Fifty dollars was realized 

from the Atlantic City Excursion, 
and the debt to All Souls' Club, 
was cancelled. The work of peti- 
tioning the authorities to place the 

manual alphabet in Public School 

text books, was postponed for want 

of cash, as was also t lie select ion of 

a committee of ladies to help the 

Home fund. Fifteen dollars was 

appropriated for engrossing and ii- 
luminating a set of resolutions. 
The Board selected the place and 
time for the present convention and 

then adjourned. 

The report was adopted. 
Treasurer Allabough reported a 
balance of 137.03 on Dec. 33, 1894, 

K -ipts since that date were $120.- 

50, making the total $158.48. Hbi 
penditures were slated in detail, 
and aggregated 199.03, leaving a 

balance in the treasury on August 
38, 1895, of $53.01.

and our State and National conventions. 

To day many of the smaller cities of this 
commonwealth have small associations of 
tin- deaf, founded for culture both ph\ 
and paj cnologloal. 

Together With papers published for the 
deaf, the conventions of the State and the 
national liodics, the nlutnni associations, 
these elements form a network that em- 
braces the educated deaf and makes of it 

one great Ixxly, in harmony, with its ,• 

arm, its every libre, and it's every nerve, in 
touch.

The deaf arc nn.! obligations to 

the state for recognising their right 
special schools, and special Instruction, but 

never have been, are not now and never will 
be, objects of charity or any one's generosity, 
except in those few instances which have 
their parallel in the world of the hearing. 

We should draw the veil over the eondit 
tion of the deaf man In medio'val times, 
since he was but little behind his ignorant 
and fanatic brother. 

The past if we consider only the time 
elapsed since the early part of the century, 
we may well rejoice in the events of the 
past decade as we regard the deaf man's 
part 411, we can reioice over. The Future -■- 
t he Future will take care of itself 



Kir. U. M. Zeigler oommeaded 
Pach's paper, and believed thai ihe 

past would be outshone in the 
future, and sivc as evidence the 
spectacle of the present convention 
and the long array of Intelligenl 

members of the sooiety, 

Rev. Air Koehler (Mr. Etetderin 

the chair) said lie had just returned 

from abroad, and had heard critic- 
isms of our deaf-mute newspaper 

met hods that made his nerves 
ting-lo. lie Wits opposed It; the vil- 
lifyino practices of certain papers, 
and advised all to refuse to support 

them, lie had a word about the 
bad habit of mating loud signs in 
public The hearing do not shout 
out when oonveraing In the street, 

but talk quietly, and the deaf 

should do the same. All should 
have good and iruthful motives and 

Strive to lino peacefully and in- 
dustriously, and there need be no 
apprehension as to the future of 
the deaf. 

Rev, Francis .1. Clerc was t^lad 
to say that Ihe deaf, when all eir 

enmstanees are considered, were the 
equal of the hearing. No one can 

read the future, but he believed it 

would be as progressive as the past. 

-Mr. Paoh had mentioned many 

names of prominent deaf people oi 

the past, bul being familiar with 

Ate history of the education of the 

deaf, he would add the names of 
Loring, Miss sharp. spoiVord, Hut- 
ton, Dillingham, Trist, and New- 

sam. Dr. (Merc showed a letter 
which WM sent to his father by 
Abbe Sicard eighty live years ago. 
It was only one of many, and ex- 
hibited the good Abbe's methods of 

promoting brotherly love and pre- 
venting strife and dissension. 

Mr. S, •; Davidson was especial- 
ly bitter about unscrupulous Dews- 
paper articles. tie had seen many, 
full of lies and villifyini: language, 
anil advised all to take a linn stand 

against such papers, and either to 

crush them or let then die, as 

they surely are destined to at no 

distant day. He suggested self- 
culture after leaving school, as the 
best way to progress, lie who 

reads, writes and thinks. must 

go forward. He commended Prin- 
cipal Wilkinson's plan of mutual 
Improvement societies. Deafness 

WM a bar lo success, and every 



effort should be made to over- 
come the handicap. 

Dr. A. I,. K, ('router was pleased 
with Rev. V. .1. Clem's remarks on 
the past, lie had brought down 
the history from the beginning to 
the present day. The letter from 
Abbe Sicard Was touching, lie had 
often banished discord by words of 
kindness. As to newspaper critic- 
isms they were helpful, and he wel- 
comed them. Men could not all 
think alike, and it would be a poor 
world if they did. The main point 
was to In- truthful and courteous in 
expression. Sober reason was al- 
ways heeded, bul bad temper and 

mean expressions only Injured those 
who resorted to them. It was help- 
ful and useful to look backward 
and profit by t he lessons of the past, 

and for the present all should re- 
solve to do their full duty in What-! 
SVer sphere of life they may he 
placed. 

At this point Mr. Zeigler suggest- 
ed that the papers published at the 
two institutions in Pennsylvania 
might bo thought to be those refer- 
red to, and he wanted to say that 
both the Silent WbrW and Western 
/'i nnsylvanian were all right. 

Mr. K. A. Hodgson was opposed 

lo a general criticism of the press 
of the deaf. If any particular 
papers were referred to. why not 
have the courage to mention them. 
As it was, Mr. Zeigler had white- 
washed two, and the natural infer- 
ence would be that all the rest were 
condemned, lie had published re- 
ports of all the conventions of ihe 
Pennsylvania Association, and in 
fact it was through discussion and 

arrangements in the columns of ihe 
Deaf Mutes' Journal thai the so- 
ciety owed its existence. After all 
this, it was rather 'odd lhat by in- 
nuendo the Journal might suffer 
al the hands of the association. As 
for himself, he would not feel dis- 
OOUraged if the association opposed 
hint. As an editor he had always 
done his duty conscientiously, and 
would continue to do so, no matter 

what the opposition. Editing a 

paper is not a pleasant duly, and 
ihe editor is constantly subject lo 
"the slinks and arrows of outrage* 
008 fortune." When he first 
donned the harness, he was quite 
Sensitive about abuse, bul had got 
over that long ago, and believed 
with Will Carteton that an editor 
must 

'• l'ut a check rein on His pride 

Must entry a gentleman's manners 

Beneath a rhinoceros' hide." 

Rev. Mr. Koehler said he- hail 
not meant the JOURNAL in his re- 
marks, lie had only good words 

for the editor and a good opinion of 
the paper, and believed it should 
have the support of every deaf- 
mute. 

Mr. Davidson spoke in a similar 
strain. lie had had many a con- 
troversy with the editor of the 

Dba# Mi its' Journal, and al- 
ways held him in high regard, be- 
cause be felt that whatever their 

differences, the Journal editor 

was always courteous and honest. 

lb- commended the Journal to all 

as deserving of their support. 

Mr. Zeigler said In- had no idea 
Mr. Hodgson would presume that 
his paper was disparaged, lie was 

a subscriber, and held the JOURNAL 

in high esteem, and thought nil in- 
telligent deaf-mutes should sub- 
scribe and read it regularly. 

This closed the discussion. 

A set of resolutions, hand- 
somely Illuminated and en g ross e d, 
and beautifully framed, was pre- 
sented to Supt. ('router, as a form- 
al acknowledgment of the courtesy 
and hospitality of the l'ennsyh ania 
Institution on the occasion of the 
convention in August, 1894, 

Dr. ('router made a brief but ap- 
propriate response.

The evening session was open lo 
the genera] public. 

After prayer by Rev. .'. M. Koch 
ter, the President of the Society 

delivered an address, which was in 
substance .-is follows: — 

While pupils at school the deaf 

must depend upon their teachers. 

In after life, I heir" experience 
teaches them the weak points in 
their education, and it is not only 
their right but also their duty to 
give expression to the conclusions 
reached, so as to benefit future 
generations. To bring these things 

before the directors of Ihe inst it u 



tion is right and proper, and the 

resolutions thus brought to the 

notice of institution authorities have 

always borne fruit. The directors 
want to know the results of the 

inst it ut ion's work, and t hey weloome 
all Intelligence to that effect. 

Whether the schools are right to 
use or to avoid the sijiu language 
in teaching, is not for me to say, 
but after leaving school, no matter 
by what method taught, the deaf 
find it necessary and unavoidable 
to know and use signs. It is also 

our duty to petition the legislature 

to Change Or abolish laws that con- 
flict with our Interests. A gentle- 
man this afternoon said we were 
not in touch with Ihe hearing world. 
We are in the world the same as 

other people; we conduct business, 
own property, and in spite of 
deafness manage to keep up with 
the procession. There is one dif- 
ficulty we can not overcome -— that 
is deafness. Bul we can by our 

energy do much to mitigate the 

disadvantages Of deafness- and we 
do. It is but natual we should seek 
the companionship of those afflicted 
like ourselves. This is R01 hurtful, 

but beneficial. Prom this inter- 
mingling we learn much to guide us 
in life and to make us content with 
our lot. Comparisons of experience 
ate always fraught with benetit. 
Courage and hope. We can devise 
Ways and means for our own im- 
provement, and a few years may 
find societies for mutual improve- 
ment in all tin- centres of popula- 
tion. Indifference is one of the 
drawbacks to success in this 
direction. 

Mr. •Koehler reverted to the ex- 
pressions of doubt as to the ability 
of the deaf to establish a home for 
aged and infirm. This skepticism 
was disappearing, and to-day there 
tare several thousand dollars in the 

fund for that purpose. He sag. 
tresled a Certificate of contribution, 
gotten up in a style like that of Ihe 
engrossed resolutions, and was con- 
fident it would bring in a good deal 
to the fund. Before beginning new 
ente rp r ise s we should bend all our 
energies to establishing the home. 

The report of Ihe Board of 
Trustees of tin- Home Fund showed 

a total of 18.238.73. Offers of 

several acres of land and over three 
thousand dollars were made by 
private bul public-spirited citizens 
to have the home located in this 
city. 

Dr. Cronter moved that tin- re- 
port of the treasurer of the Home 
Fund be audited. 

. Mr. Zeigler suggested that the 

board of Officers of the society 

should constitute the auditing com- 
mittee.
